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COCHRAN MAKES REPLY 


TO ORDER FOR CANNON 


Declines to Order Them Moved 
From Grant Park Till the 
Board Meets in March. 


‘Send your troops out and teke them 
—I presume that the park handg will 
offer no effectual resistance.” 

With these words, addressed to his 
excellency, the governor of , Georgia, 
J. O. Cochran, who ts president of the 
park commission, answers the request 
of the state for the return of the can- 
non that defended the capitol at Mil- 
ledgeville against the attack of Sher- 
man. They were loaned to Grant Park 
25 years ago. 

Wednesday was the day named for 
the return of the cannon, and the an- 
swer came from Mr. Cochran on Tues- 
day, in the form of a letter to the gov- 
ernor, saying that he would not order 
the park department to return the 
cannon, unless the park commission 
itself should chbose to vote on the 
question at its next meeting in March 
and order the return. 

Governor Brown's official letter to 
Mr. Cochran, which Droughd forth the 
answer received Tuesday, quoted as 
follows from a letter dated March 12, 
1887, from Sidney Root, president of 
the park board, to General John B. 
Gordon, then governor of Georgia: 

“IT hereby agree that the guns shall 
be properly cared for, and surrendered 
to the authorities of the state on de- 
mand.” In another letter, dated Feb- 
ruary 5, 1887, Mr. Root said, ‘We being 
responsible for their preservation and 
their prompt remittance on call.”

“However, I do desire to say that it 
seems strange indeed that it now be- 
comes imperative that the state must 
get possession of these cannon after 
they have been allowed to stay there 
for nearly a quarter of a century. 
They are there subject to your orders. 
I shal] not order the park department 
to return them to the state capitol, 
unless the park commission at its next 
meeting, the first Tuesday in March, 
should choose to order them returned. 

“As to the worthless cannon which 
you propose to give us in the place of 
these two historic cannon, I beg to ad- 
vise that so far as I am personally 
concerned we do not want them. They 
have no history and mean nothing. 
However, if the park board requests 
the state to give us these cannon in 
place of those you are taking away 
from us, it will be all right with me. 
The cannon are there at old Fort Wal- 
ker, so if it ig so necessary that you 
have them by Wednesday, send your 
troops out and take them. I presume

2,000 DEAD, 10,000 WOUNDED 
AS RESULT OF LONG BATTLE 
BETWEEN DIAZ AND MADERO 


Mexico City, February 17.—(By Cou- 
rier to Vera Cruz, February 18.)—All 
the horrors of a bombardment have 
been experienced by the residents of 
tnis city for many days, and to those 
that might be expected have been the 
effects of vicious machine gun and 
rifle fire in the streets at a range 
sometimes of less than 100 yards. 
scarcely a district of the capital has 
escaped injury. Over and over through 
every quarter at some time shells have 
torn and screeched and exploded. Lit- 
tle round shells from the automatic 
pompoms have ad@ed to the terror and 
destruction. 
Hundreds of buildings attest by their 
hole-marked sides and wrecked inte- 
riors to the destructive qualities of 
modern artillery. 

How many have been killed or 
wounded is a question which none can 
answer with any exactitude. It is 
doubtful whether even the government 
records will ever reveal the correct 
number. 

2,000 Dead; 10,000 Wounded. 

From a source usually considered 

careful and conservative it has been 
stated that the number or dead is not 
less than 2,000, while the total num- 
ber of the wounded amounts to from 
8,000 to 10,000. The great majority of 
these are not soldiers, but men, wom- 
en and children unable to escape the 
lines of fire. This estimate was made 
after hearing the reports of scores of 
officers of the White and Red Cross 
societies and of the hospitals. 
It is a well-known fact that detach- 
ments of fifty and 100 men have been 
slaughtered here and there at various 
times when caught in the narrow 
streets and mowed down bv machine 
guns. 

Carts piled high with corpses have 
been seen to be driven past a certain 
point to a spot in the outskirts of the 
city, where the bodies have been 


burned. 

Every morning may 
appears in the zone of the actual fight 
to be piles of burning rubbish. These 
heaps are for the most part rubbish, 
but the odor of burning flesh tells an- 
other story. 

A practical, though grewsomsé meth- 
od has been utilized in one place. The 
gas escaping from a broken main has 
been lighted and there in that, steady 
flame has been improvised a crematory. 

Alone With Wife’s Corpse 

In the basement of an apartment 
house a few blocks from the arsenal 
is the grave of Mrs. E. W. Holmes, 
one of the two American women killed 
early in the fighting by the entrance 
into her home of a shell For three 
days her husband remained alone there 
with the corpse, unable to remove it 
and unwilling to leave it perhaps to 
suffer further mutilation. 

Soldiers entered the apartment 
where he kept vigil and before his 
eyes robbed the place. He managed 
to find boards and carpenters’ tools 
and nails in the building and con- 
structed a coffin, into which he laid 
the body of his wife. He carried it 
to the basement and there dug and 
filled her grave. 

The absolute cessation of all indus- 
trial and business activity is fast re- 
ducing an enormous number of non- 
combatants to a state bordering on 
starvation. The more fortunate are, in 
many cases, able to take care of them- 
selves, but the closing of the banks 
has made precarious the condition 
even of some of these. The provis-

The operations of the day added an- 
Other chapter to the records of the 
desolation and anxiety caused by the 
constant bombardment which had 
lasted over a week The scene of tne 
Struggle remained in the streets of 
the capital, which were practically de- 
serted by all but the military, the in- 
habitants having either departed to 
the outer suburbs or taken refuge in 
cellars 

The government maintained in action 
throughout the dky’s fighting the usual 
number of batteries of artillery, and 
added a heavier piece than any pre- 
viously used. Late in the afternoon the 
federal commander placed at the south- 
eastern corner of the city two big guns 
which had been intended for the forti- 
fications of Selina Cruz, the Pacific 
terminus of the 8ehuantepec railroad. 

In spite of these heavy pieces being 
brought into action against the rebel 
positions, Diaz and hig followers ap- 
pear to have suffered only slightly. 
Shot for shot, the rebel artillery re- 
plied, at times silencing temporarily 
the goOvernment’s guns. 
it was another day of artillery fight- 
ing, without any decisive results being 
achieved, Late in the evening, when 
the firing had become more or less 
casual, there was no reason to believe 
that Tuesday would not see a continu- 
ation of what had become one of the 
most remarkable battles fought on the 
American continent in recent years, 
Felix Diaz had at the end of the day 
succeeded in holding all his central po- 
sitions, and had even advanced his 
lines in a number of directions, espe- 
cially toward the west. : 

Besides the heavier artillery, he 
brought into action during the day 
day some small bomb-throwing pom- 
poms, whose peculiar roar added to the 
never-dying noise of firing. 

Rifle Balls Everywhere. 

Rifle balls slipped far out of the 
actual zone of fighting into all quar- 
ters of the city, one of them embedding 
itself during the day in the kitchen of 
the United States embassy. 

Many shellg burst over the central 
part of the city. On the line of fire 
from the rebel center at the arsenal 
toward the federal headquarters at the 
national palace the destruction of pri- 
vate and public buildings increased 
considerably. 

Almost all the American residents 
took advantage of the Sunday truce to 
seek places of safety. Most of them re- 
tired to the vicinity of the United 
States embassy, but by Monday night 
it became evident that the safety to be 
found there was more fancied than 
reaL 

The government, however was hon- 
est in its efforts not to involve foreign- 
ers. Up to a late hour the federal 
commander had not placed any of his 
batteries in such positions as would 
draw fire in the direction of the for- 
eigners.

The Pope Forbids Politics. 


(From the Living Church.) 

The pope has taken decisive measures in 
regard to certain Italian newspapers, whose 
staffs have for some time past been aiming 
distinctly Roman Catholic politital 
to sit in the Italian parliament. For 
several reasons this would be contrary to 
the policy of Rome. For the attitude of the 
vatican is that of complete silence and ab- 
stention in all Italian political matters. The 
vatican ignores the quirinal. Were a dis- 
tinctly Roman Catholic party active in par- 
liament it would give the impression of rep- 
resenting authoritatively the views and in- 
tentions of the holy see and be tantamount 
to the recognition by the pope of Rome as 
the capital of Italy. It would also give rise 
to public discussions in which the pope 
could not fail to be involved, a state of 
things Piux X. would on no account tolerate, 
The pope forbids his clergy everywhere to 
take an active part in politics. They are to 
form religious and social associations among 
themselves and their people, but to keep pol- 
itics at bay. Referring to this subject in one 
of the French dioceses, the pope says: 

“Let the union be organized on a purely 
religious basis. Let men of all political par- 
ties without exception be loyally invited to 
join it. Let them unite heartily for the de- 
fense of the church and service in good 
works, but on no pretext whatever let ques- 
tions which separate and disunite them 
without the union be permitted to penetrate 
within it and dislocate its members. : 
The wish to support certain lines of action, 
so natural, especially at a time like the pres- 
ent, when so many different political views 
and all-important events are in play, should 
it not give way, momentarily at any rate, is 
likely to hamper the formation and harmony 
of a union founded on the higher basis of

THE MYSTERIOUS 
CHEVALIER D’EON 


The use of the garb of the opposite sex 
as a disguise has been of such frequent oc- 
currence in history, even to the present time, 
that it assumes little more than passing 
note when a new incident occurs. Probably 
the most famous case in the records of his- 
tory of such an incident was the 
De Chevalier D’Eon, a French nobleman who 
made the change frequently for political pur- 
poses and intrigues. This finally led to a 
lawsuit in 1777, about which Lord Mandsfield 
is said to have remarked:—

The Chevalier D’Eon at Yonne, 
France, in 1728. He was educated at the 
college of Mazarin, and on completing his 
studies contributed to L’Annee litterarire of 
Freron. At the age of twenty-five he had 
written some works on politics and finance, 
and he subsequently attracted the attention 
of Conti, who sent him to Russia to make 
good his pretensions to the crown of Poland. 

D’Kkon proceeded thither in 1755, and in 
order to encompass his ends disguised him- 


was born 


self as a woman and entered the services of 
Empress Elizabeth as a reader. Having exe- 
cuted his commission he assumed the role of 
the brother of the reader whom he had per- 
sonated and reappeared in Russia as secre- 
tary to the embassy. 

In this capacity he showed his power and 
ability by exposing the treachery of Buster- 
cheff, an@ obtaining his 


grand chancellor, 


dismissal and the appointment of Woronzow. 
As a reward for this service a pension of 
2,400 livres was granted him and the title of 
Captain of Dragoons. In 1760 he returned to 
France and proved himself a brave soldier 
in the battles of Hoecht, Ultrop, Eimbeck, 
Usterwick and others. He then returned to 
Russia as minister plenipotentiary until the 


j 
fall of Peter III. 


In 1762 the Chevalier was made secretary 
of the embassy at London, where his fidelity 
and acumen gained him the confidence of the 
king ,and aroused the jealousy of the other 
courtiers. In the next year he was wccused 
by the Comte de Guerchy of having at- 
tempted to poison him with opium, butethe 
charge was not substantiated. Louis XV. be- 
stowed upon him a pension of 12.000 livres, 
and England a bribe of 1,200,000 livres was 
offered him if he would betray certain state 
secrets Known to him. 

He remained in England until, in 1770. he 
desired to go back to france, when he was 
informed, to his surprise, that if he did so 
it must be in feminine attire, this being a 
scheme of his enemies. It was in 1777 that 
the strange trial occurre@ to decide a wager 
of seventy-five guineas against 3200 guineas 
as to whether D’Eon was a man or woman. 

In Cowper, Vol. IL, Page 729, is the fol- 
lowing: J 

This is a bona fide wager pode no less 
than ten years ago without the¥slightest in- 
tention of injuring the Chevalie? D’Eon. But * 
in what manner can it affect “her.” There 
is nothing criminal in having to assume the 
habit or the form and character of a man, 
and having fought the battles of “her” coun- 
try or served it as a minister of state. “She’’ 
has imposed upon the world by assuming a 
character which did not belong to “her” and 
therefore ought not to be protected in con- 
tinuing the cheat. 

The result of the trial was a rule that 
two persons could not make a wager affect- 
ing the comfort or happiness of a third per- 
son and enforce the wager by means of a 
court. 

The Chevalier then returned to France, 
and in compliance of the conditions imposed 
upon him once more assumed the female 
garb. When in 1778 he requested the gov- 
ernment to allow him to take arms for his 
country and assume his rank of captain of 
dragoons, his only answer was to be thrown 
into prison at Dijon, where he remained for 
two months. He left France disgusted and 
died in England in 1810. 

The wildest romancer certainly could not 
invent a more improbable Story than that of 
Le Chevalier D’Eon, and yet it ts history, and 
as the lawyers would say, of record.

$1.08 net. Books with wisdom in them come 
considerably higher. This is a great mis- 
take. The books On science, philosophy and 
religion should be put in 60-cent editions, 
and the books in which the hero discovered 
the heroine out swimming four miles from 
shore and proposed to her under water be- 
tween sweet and clammy kisses, ought to 
be sold for $5 apiece at drug stores. 

It is the ambition of almost every man 
and woman to write a book and, thanks 
to the cheapness of paper and ink, this 
desire is being generally realized. There 
are now over 4,900,000 books in the world, 
and a strong man beginning in his youth 
and reading twenty-four hours a day, could 
not catch up in less than a thousand years. 
We are told on good authority, however, that 
if a man will read five lineal feet of books 
and choose them carefully he will become 
wise and congent.* Any one of a large num- 
ber of books will vastly improve the mental 
equipment of the reader. On the other

“tIncle Doc” Owen, of Greenwood, S. C., 
has had published a little book, entitled 
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Columbia, S. C., February 18.—(Special.)—

son: 

A Serious Situation. 

“To the Farmers of the South: The cot- 
ton growers of the south have passed through 
two of the most trying years in the history 
of cotton. At this time last year those who 
have been in the forefront of the fight to 
maintain a living price for cotton against 
wbnormal conditions, made possible by 
American and foreign market methods which 
as yet are permitted to exist, wera bending 
every energy to bring about a reduction of 
acreage, or at least to prevent an increase 
of acreage. Conditions, following the huge 
crop of 1911, and hard work made this pos- 
sible. The price on the crop just harvested 
was kept steady. 

“A more serious situation confronts you 
now and hence this word of warning. With 
the price of the 1912 crop remaining fairly 
good and steady all the season through, the 
argument of the manipulators will be that 
the cotton farmer of the south will yield to 
temptation and do as he has done hundreds 
of times before—plant more acreage to cot- 
ton, on the assumption that the price will 
Stay up. This expectation you have jus@- 
fied in the past and it will be used from the 
start. Under present laws and established 
methods, though the world-demand be for 
crops possibly larger than 14% million bales, 
I want to say to you it will be suicidal to 
increase your acreage. It is more important 
to hold yourself and your acreage in check 
this year than ever before. To yield to the 
temptation of an increased price this season 
will be equivalent to proving yourself de- 
void of even common sense. 

Plant Corn and Food. 

“The planting season is upon us now. 
Stop and think for a day or two before you

‘‘And whereas, published reports as to the action of this Board 
concerning said Home have done injustice both to the Home and its 
matron; . 


‘‘And whereas, it was never the intention of this Board to charge 
that Martha’s Home was a disorderly house, but only to request that 
it be moved to a location more suitable for its purpose; 


‘‘Be is resolved, That we commend the work now being done by 
the Martha’s Home and its matron, and the help she is giving to our 
city in handling a difficult problem. 


‘‘Be it further resolved, That we appreciate the difficulties in 
securing a suitable location for this home and the willingness of those 
in charge to secure one which will meet the approval of all, it being 
our understanding that it is the expectation of those in charge to be 
able to secure such a site.’’

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| MEXICAN WAR LEADS 
MANY GEORGIANS TO 
ENLIST FOR SERVICE 


Mexican troubles have stirred the ad- 
venturous blood of Georgia, and enlist- 
ments in navy, army and marine corps 
have increased until all previous rec- 
erds have been broken. The chance 
of seeing active eervice is better now 
than ever before, say recruiting offi- 
cers. 

At the navy station tn th- Austell 
building Lieutenant J. L. Hileman re- 
ports that twenty-eight men were 
signed up for the service last week 
and sent from Atlanta to Norfolk for 
their preliminary training. This is the 
best week on record, but it is not un- 
likely that it will Le surpassed, judg- 
ing from the number of applications 
now being investigated. 

Lieutenant Arthur Gallogly, of the 
agymy, said that recently the Atlanta 
district has jumped from fiftieth place 
to fourteenth, surpassing Boston, Oma- 
ha, Los Angeles, New Orleans and oth- 
er larger cities in the number of men 
enlisted. Seventy men were sent off in 
January from Atlanta, and the average 
number since he took command is in 
excess of the best single month in the 
past ten years. 

“Recently we have enlisted a very 
high standard of men, owing to the 
opportunity for active service which 
they see in the Mexican troubles,” said 
Lieutenant Gallogly. “Young men of 
good families are enlisting, knowing 
that at the end of a year thew can buy 
out of the service for $120, part of 
which they will have saved out of their 
clothing allowance.” 

At the marine station Sergeant Hen- 
ry O. Miller said that re-enlistments 
had been the feature of the past two 
weeks, owing to the desire of former 
marines to get back into action, now 
that 2,000 have been ordered ready for 
immediate action. The marine corps 
is fifty men over the limit now but

$180,300,000 IS CARRIED 
BY PENSION MEASURE 


Washington, February 18.—The larg- 
est pension bill ever reported to con- 
gress, carrying appropriations aggre- 
gating $180,300,000, was passed by the 
house late today by a vote of 219 to 40, 
with an amendment which will make 
necessary an additional appropriation 
of more than $1,000,000. 

A small number of democrats, led by 
Representative Roddenbery, of Georgia, 
made futile efforts to add amendments 
to bar from the pension rollg veterans 
having incomes exceeding $1,000 a year 
and not entitled to pensions on account 
of wounds or disability sustained in 
the military service. 

As reported by the committee the 
bill contained a paragraph providing 
that after July 1, 1913, no pension 
should be paid to a non-resident not a 
citizen of the United States, exsept for 
actual disabilities incurred in the serv- 
ice. A motion by Representative Goode, 
of Iowa, to strike out this paragraph 
was carried, 154 to 112, many democrats 
joining with the solid republican mi- 
nority in support of the motion. It is 
estimated that something over $1,000,- 
000 is paid angually to veterans who 
would have been barred by this para- 
graph.

Suffragettes Manage to Drag 
Themselves Into Wilmington , 
En Route to Washington. 


Wilmington, Del, February 18.— 
Footsore and almost ready to drop 
from the effects of their week's tramp, 
the little band of suffragettes, bound 
from New Yofk to Washington, man- 
aged to drag themselves into this city 
today with undiminished ranks, al- 
though “Colonel” Craft, the last to 
arrive, has a badly injured ankle, and 
walked the last few miles with*great 
difficulty. “General” Rosalie Jones, 
literally stumbled into this state. She 
tripped over a stone at the boundary 
line and picked herself up in Delaware. 

Despite their weariness the speak- 
ers in the party conducted meetings 
tonight in the interest of the woman 
suffrage amendment to the state con- 
stitution now before the legislature. 
Tomorrow also will be devoted to meet- 
ings and the pilgrims all hope to have 
recovered sufficiently by Thursday to 
continue on to Newark, twelve miles 
nearer their destination.

New York, February 18.—There will 
be no firemen’s strike on the eastern 
railroads. The railroads yielded today 
and agreed to arbitrate under the Erd- 
man act the controversy with the 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen. 

The firemen had stood, to a man, for 
this method of arbitration ever since 
the deadlock began; the railroads had 
stood firm for arbitration. before a 
commission of six Or seven men. 

Three men, acting under the law, 
will decide the firemen's claims. Their 
decision will be binding. 

ihe firemen selected as their repre- 
sentative Albert Phillips, of Sacramen- 
to, Cal, vice president of thelr organi- 
zation. Thfe railroads selected W. W. 
Atterbury, vice president and general 
manager of the Pennsylvania lines 
east.

MONEY BY TELEGRAPH 
SENT CHEAPER SOON 


Tolls Substantially Reduced for 
Quick “Touches” on the 
Home Folks. 


Rates for the transfer of money by 
telegraph throughout the United States 
and Canada will be reduced by the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
March 1, 1913, subject to approval by 
commissioners. 

The design of the new rates is to 
cheapen, particularly the charges for 
transfer of small sums of money. A 
tabulation of the business for 1912 
shows that the average amount re- 
mitted in a telegraph transfer was 
about $47. Nearly two-thirds of the 
entire number of transfers were for 
sums of $25 or less, while 94 per cent 


for $100 or less. 
Charges for the transfer of money 


by telegraph are made up of two fac- 
tors. One is the premium, the other is 
the telegraph tolls. The premium is ua 
varying percentage on the amount of 
money transferred to cover insurance 
and banking costs. The tolls are for 
the necessary telegraph messages in- 
volved in the transaction. 

The scehdule, to become effective 
March 1, changes both of these charges, 
so that the new rates will.be as fol- 
lows: 

Premiums, 

For a transfer of $25 or less, 

For a transfer of over $25 
exceeding $50, 36 cents. 

For a transfer of over $50 
exceeding $75, 60 cents. 

For a transfer of over $75 
exceeding $100, 85 cents.

In addition to the premium there will 
be a charge for telegraph service equal 
to the price of one 18-word day mes- 
sage. from the office of deposit to the 
office of payment.
